County of Oxford, have lately by their humble Petition acquainted Us withthe many and fre= 4 
quene Inſolencies offered the Inhabitants thereot by the Souldiers, and others pretending them- @ * 
(elves to be of Our Army,as intaking away Horſes from the plougb, robbing by the High-way, * = © 
waſting and deſtroying of Corn,and other perſonall Injuries dayly offered unto them: And likes. 
wile that Free-Quarter is frequently taken where the Contribution is paid, We thereypon' in 
tender Commiſeration uf their fhfferings and being moſt ready to {atisfie their juſt requeſts,” 
were gratiouſly pleaſed to give Order, Thatthe Deſires of the Commilsioners for the weekly 
Loan, for the ſupply ofthe Horſe of Our Army, from this Our County of Oxford,ſhouldbe forth- 
wich publiſhed in Print, for the better information of the Officers and Souldiers of Our Army, the which We do 
hereby ſtritly charge and Command all the ſaid Officers and Souldiers punually to obſerve,and not to infringe 
them, or any of themat heir perils. And for prevention ofthe like violences and outrages hereafter;We do fartherrequire 
and authoriſe the Lord-Lieutenant-Generall of Our Army, toordain and allow ſuch a fieperſonas the Commiſsioners 
ſhall make choyce of to be a Provoſt-Marſhall,who with a ſufficient Guard of Twenty perſons ſhall conftantly ſcoure 
he Country, and apprehend and puniſh by Marſhall-Law all ſtragling and wandring Souldiers, and all ſuch as ſhall 
any kind offer any violence to the Inhabitants , according to luch direions as he ſhall from time to time receive 
rom the Lord-Lieutenant-Genercall. Andto the cnd Our good SubjeRts of this County may find the effe of Our Care 
For their preſervacion ; We do farther require the Lord-Lieutenant-Generall, ro name and appoint a Court of War to 
Conſtantly every Wedneſday and Saturday with the Commilsioners, to hear and give redreſle to their juſt Com- 
ſaints ; ro which Courtof Warre the Proyoſt=Marſhall is likewiſetogive a weekly accompt of his proceedings. This 
rgrace and favour We Command ſhall be forthwith put inexecution, and therefore Our Pleaſure is,Thar ic be pub- 
hed in all the Hundreds, Towaes,and Pariſhes of this County,andannexcd tothe late printed Deſires ofthe Commiſh- 
pers,that ſo it may be henceforward duly obſerved by all the Officers,and Souldiers of Our Armyattheir perills. Gives 
Our (,ourt at Oxford this Fourteenth of February, in the A(ineteenth year of Our Raigne. BE
